The 
drasti¢é methods of the Mandarin in 
dispensing justice, proved too much 
even for his own subjects. However, 
throug the intercession of the Man- 
darin’s beautifu) daughter, Y Sh’ 
punishment was reduced and ter, 
by the timely arrival of the British 
troops, the prisoner was finally res- 
cued. Then the tables were turned. 
The old Mandarin was made a pris- 
oner and only allowed his freedom 
on condition that his daughter be- 
come the wife of John’ Smith, A 
“sweet” revenge for his former pn & 
oner,

Linoleum can be handled much 
more casily if if is exposed to the 
Sun or artificially warmed to ‘make it 
Diiable before it ig put down, In 
order to prevent buckling, which is 
caused by expansion when the edge 
of the linoleum is tacked to the floor, 
remove the mokling along the base- 
board, and let the linoleum extend to 
within % in. of the wall, Then re- 
piace the molding and nail it to the 
baseboard instead of the floor, which 
allows the edges to be held down 
without binding. The floor should be 
surfaced before the linoleum is laid, 
as a. rough floor greatly shortens its 
life.

ALREADY STARTED 


A. E. WILSON, REGINA, AN- 
NOUNCES QUANTITIES OF. 
FEED REQUIRED 


Shipments of oats from the Peace 
River district are already being made 
to the relief commssion in Saskat- 
chewan for the drought areas, and 
according to A. E. Wilson, Regina, 
manager of the Saskatchéwan Re- 
Commission, satisfactory pro- 
gress is being made in the accumu- 
lation ofthe necessary see grain sup- 
plies. 

Mr. Wilson says that Saskatche- 
wan will probably tequire up ‘to 


| 2,000,000 bushels of seed oats and 


1,000,000 bushels of seed barley, but 
that seed wheat to the extent of 
5,500,000 bushels is already held in 
elevators in Saskatchewan 
from the1930-1931 crop. 

Mr. Wi.son says that he realizes 
that there may be large quantities 
of oats in other parts of A'berta 
that can be cleaned to seed standard 
by farmers or elevator companies 
holding same in store. For such he

WHAT SCOUTS ARE DOING 


Few realize the amount of wortu- 
while work the army of boy scouts in 
in this country are performing. We 
thnk of them as playful chaps who y 
learn a bot about woodcraft, first 
aid, camping. and swimming, but in 
addition to this, scouts have been 
exceptionally busy of late ——— doing 
their “good turns” upon a more than 
usually large scale. 

In Los Angeles, 6,000 scouts called 
at 250,000 homes distributing chest 
booklets. In dozens of cities and 
towns, boy scouts collected garments 
and ghoes for the needy and in some 
nstances undertook the distribution 
at the request of the relief agencies.
